England and France, it is claimed, cannot 
dare to disarm, for they must protect 
themselves against militaristic neighbours. 
We wonder how far the Boer War was 
for defensive purposes. Shall England, 
for instance, stand by and let her suprem- 
acy of the seas and her reputation as a 
defender of peace, justice and probity be 
challenged? Ah no! . Shall the British 
lion be laid open to attack from enemies? 
Ah no! Shall France, disarm with such 
a neighbour as Germany? Ah Ji'o! Such 
an attitude obviously cannot make for 
peacè. Britain may talk of;-thejiocé88ities 
of peace, but meanwhile. she is "slKangth- 
ening her war forces at the!ji»fieaime.k 
It is very unfortunatë*Éfi^t1wfeia 
today is ruled by a war convention. Our 
children have been brought up to ^ hear of 
the glory of war and the glory of dying 
for one's country. There is no glory in 
war. There never has been. The average 
man today of course does not want war. 
He has suffered enough already from it. 
The only ones who really profit from it 
are the airmament makers, who do all in 
their power to stimulate it. It is not 
germane to our purpose to describe the 
real positive measures that can be taken 
to prevent war (arid there ai% sueh 
measures); but it is quite sufficient to note 
that, amid such a general attitude towards 
war that obtains today, and anl}d such 
lethargic and half-hearted efforts to assure 
world pejace, nothing can be actually ac- 
complished. 

We as Canadians are bound to be 
ultiihately afféctëd by any war in which 
Britain is involved. According to the doc- 
trines of international law, Canada, being 
an' integral part of the British Empire 
(even though the Statute of Westminster 
did much to improve our international 
be involved in b position 
ofAVpassive belligerency" in the event that 
Britain- declared war. Thus even though 
we might not wish to enter the war, we 
may be forced to do it, for oUr position 
would admit of foreign attacks on our 
soil, and attacks on our citizens and their 
property abroad. 

^ Naturally students can do much to 
agitate for real peace measures. Recent

This is undoubtedly a step in the 
right direction. By bringing pressure to 
bear on those responsible for the welfare 
of our country, student movemèiits siich 
as this can do much to promote the cause 
of peace.

to fascism because fascism Is attempt- 
ing to lead them back to the position of 
Inferiority from, which they have been 
steadily fighting their way, "In the 
education of women emplia^sis must be 
laid primarily on physical development. 
Only afterwards must emphasis be 
given on spiritual values, and lastly to 
mental^ development. Motherhood is 
undeniably the aim of feminine educa- 
tion"— Hitler. "Woman, 'her place is 
in the home, her duty is the recreation 
of the tired; warrlor"-^çering . . 

To all these groups,' cultural, social, 
professional and to all these indivi- 
duals, fascism and war stand for de- 
cay, retrogression and death. They are 
detei-mlned to fight them forcefully 
axid effectively. ■ In- particular the 
leagû ë| wi U |t jCT P08e the chaos and re- 
action^^^tfascism has brought to 
student' activity and Intellectual life In 
such countries as Italy, Austria and 
Germany. Realizing the Imminence of 
tile threat of the anti-social forces they 
have agi-oed to drop all controversy on 
specific points of doctrine and to unite 
in the league on this one burning Issue 
on which they are all agreed. It Is 
not and will not lie In any sense a sec- 
larlan movement. 

Thé Menace of War 

Of tlie Imminent danger of war tliere 
can bs no doubt. The last wai- was 
fought "to make the world safe for 
democracy" It has resulted In the 
bùtcherhig of all. democratic rights in 
many countries and their slow strangu- 
lation In others. It was fought "to 
make a land fit for heroes to live in." 
It has resulted In universal poverty, 
misery and despair. It was to be a war 
to end war." Today the threat' of 
war is as immediate as in 1914. Modem 
war is useless, stupid and brutal; its 
slogans, for which ten mlllibn men gave 
their lives, are, twenty years later, .a 
mockery and bitterness in the . hearts 

That the,world is agalnl ^^^Mji nto 
war there can be no douniPlweVnave 
the same intense economic rivalries be 
tween great powers today that we had 
in 1914. unrestricted trade and fin- 
ancial war that must inevitably lead 
to real war, that same feverish manu- 
factui'e of armaments. The IMsaxma-. 
meut Conference has broken down and 
has turned, openly and cynically, into 
a Rearmament Conference. The Inter- 
national ^armament rings are waxing 
fat upon the superrprpf Its reaped from 
selling instruments for. the destruction 
of tho'.human race. .The great powers 
are pouring more. and still more mill- 
ions into thev armies, navies and air 
forces at thé expense of the essential 
social services — education, public 
health, relief. The "drift to war" 1ms 
turned into a brute-like- frenzied "race 
to-war.". f ■ 

Tliat an attempt will be made, to in- 
volve our country; in the intended world 
bolocatttt seeins' probable in view of 
the recent talks in London on "Imperial 
Defence." Today as In 1914, every gov- 
ernment in the world is telling its 
people that these huge armaments are 
only for.'dcfcnce. We.must not be de- 
ceived by, this; We must realize our 
danger and be determined that our. 
country will not i» drapsed into an- 
other useless carnage. .We. in Canada 
have nothing tSiS^^ÉjÉ^'i'^ f"^ eveiy- 
thing to lose. '^^Plnwemment must 
be made to realizé that forcibly, clearly 
and, finally. The students of McOill 
must johi all other sections of the pop- 
ulation in ideniandhig that all war pre- 
parations be moderated. . 

The Menace of Fa$cism 

The threat of fascism is equally real 
though less obvious. Fascism is, to a 
great extent, a political device for the 
facilitation of war preparaatloii. The 
war-mongering character of fascism is 
open and, undisguised. "War alone" 
writes Mussolini in his exposition of 
the fascist creed, "war alone brings up

to fascism because fascism is attempt- 
ing to lead them back to the position of 
Inferiority from, which they have been 
steadily fighting their way. "In the 
education of women emphasis must be 
laid primarily on physical development. 
Only afterwards must emphasis be 
given on sph-itual values, and lastly to 
mental^ development, Motherhood is 
undeniably the aim of feminine educa- 
t ion| ^kitler. "Woman, 'her place is 
i^l^^me, her duty is the recreation 
of ''toe "tired; waxHôr"-^çering . 

To all these groups,' cultural, social, 
professional and to all these Indivi- 
duals, fascism and war stand for de- 
cay, retrogression and death. They ore 
.determ ined to fight them forcefully 
WDpll^caectivcly. ' In particular the 
leagùè will expose the chaos and re- 
action which fascism has brought to 
student activity and intellectual life in 
such countries as Italy. Austria and 
Germany. Realizing the imminence of 
the threat of the anti-social forces they 
have agi'ced to drop all controverey on 
specific ijolnts of doctrine and to unite 
in the league on this one burning issue 
on which they are all agreed. It is 
not and will not be in any sense a sec- 
tai-lan movement. 

Thé Menace of War 

Of the imminent danger of war tliere 
can be no doubt. The last war was 
fought "to make the world safe for 
democracy" It has resulted in the 
butcdiering of all, democratic rights in 
many countries and their slow strangu- 
lation in others. It was fought "to 
make a land fit for heroes to live in." 
It has resulted in miiversal poverty, 
misery and despair. It was to be a war 
"to end war." ' Today the threaf of 
war is as Immediate as in 1914. Modem 
war is useless, stupid and brutal; its 
slogans, for which teti million men gave 
their lives, are, twenty years later, a 
mockery and bitterness in the hearts 
of men. 

That the, world Is again rushing into 
wàr there can be no doubt. We have 
the same intense economic rivalries be 
tween great powers today that we had 
in 1914, unrestricted trade and fin- 
ancial war that must inevitably lead 
to real war, that same feverish manu- 
factui'e of armaments. Tlie Disarma- 
ment Conference has broken down and 
has turned, openly and cynically, into 
a Rearmament Conference. The Inter- 
national ^armament rings axt waxing 
fat upon the/su^^ij^its reaped from 
selling instriune®;fbrBhe dert 
of the - human race. The great powers 
are pouring more, and stUl more mill- 
ions into their armies, navies and ah 
forces at thé 'eitpense of the essential 
social services— education, public 
health, relief. The "drift to War" lias 
turned into a brute-like' frenzied "tb/ix 
to war." > ■ . 

That an attempt will be made, to in- 
volve our country in the intended world 
holocaust seems probable in view of 
the recent talks in London on "Imperial 
Defence." Today as in 1914, every gov- 
enunent in the vrarld is . telling its 
people that these huge axihaments are 
only^A^W^e. rWeimust not be de- 
ceiv^^^S'^^K-'^ W^^ realize our 
danger and be determined that our. 
country will not be dra^d into an- 
other useless carnage. We, in Canada 
have nothing to gain by war and every- 
thing to lose. Our government must 
be made to realize that forcibly, clearly 
and. finally. The students of McQlll 
must join all other sections of the pop- 
ulation in demanding that all wai- pre- 
parations be moderated.. 

The Menace of Faseitm 

The threat of fascism is equally real 
though less obvious. Fascism is, to a 
great extent, a political device for the 
facilitation of war preparaatlon. The 
wsif-nwagering character of fascism is 
opèn and. undisguised. "War alone" 
writes Mussolini in his exposition of 
the fascist creed, "war alone brings up

Fascism in Oerihany'has also launch- 
ed a severe attack on the church. The 
Nazis have been nearly successful in 
making the pulpit an histrument of 
theU' political propaganda, and, the 
church', as à whole subservient to the 
fascist rpgime. "The faict that thous-, 
ands of cler^^men' openly resisted this 
i-egimentation of the church shows the 
extent to which they must have suf- 
fered under tlie fascist rule. No won- 
der that rèhRioùs neople" iallkjoTC^ 
world are qiiicklj .united' nïtniailftfi& 
other sections of the pojjulatioh in 
fighting fascism as well as war . 

Fascism is also a destruction of all 
culture and Uberty;. ' The fascist Hitler 
has brutally persecuted 'all professors, 
teachers and students who would not 
ascribe to the banalities of Nazi 
thought and the brutalities of Nazi ac- 
tion. He has pui)lieiy biimed all books 
which do -hot fit in ■with bis narrow 
sectarian dogmas— a' spectacle remin- 
iscent of the Dark Ages.
